Allied Headquarters, Northern Rus- 
sia. —- Throughowt the past month it 
has been generally quiet on all — sec- 
tors of the front. Bolshevist forces 
attempted recently to raid the allied 
line of communicgtion in the Shen- 
kursk region, and there are _ signs 
that reinforcements are reaching the 
enemys The morale of the Bolshe- 
vists, however, is reported to be ex- 
tremely low, the enemy’s army being 
imperfectly clothed for the Arctic 
winter in contrast with the American 
forces, as wellias the other allied and 
loyal Russians, who are well furred 
and blanketed.

If, the afithorities declare, credit 
conditions are low, then commercial 
prospects are poor, merchants are not 
in good financial shaps, and it can be 
safely assumed trade upon which 
these merchants depend is depressed. 
On the other hand, it is laid down, 
if credit conditions are hgih, com- 
mercial prospects are good, bills are 
paid promptly, business is brisk and 
likely to be better, and a general feel- 
ing of optimism prevails throughout 
the community. 

Despite four years of financial 
stringency, inflated wholesale prices, 
ever-increasing demands of labor, and 
the general upward trend in the cost 
of living, numerous merchants are 
finding it easier to benefit by cash 
discounts than ever héfore. 

“A great many merchants,” said 
Mr. Detchon to a meeting of Win- 
nipeg business men recently, “who 
three or four years ago found it 
necessary to take long credit terms, 
are now taking their cash discounts.

Corn For Manitoba 


101 Bushels per Acre at, the M.A.C. 
in 1918 ¥ 
Will Manitoba ever be included in 
the corn belt? During the past two 
decade$ the northern boundary of the 
has 
been moving slowly but steadily 
northward. In the last four years 
considerable work has been done at 
the Manitoba Agricultural College by 
Wm. Southworth, agrostologist, and 
J. H. Ellis, experimentalist, in the 
production of ear corn. The pur- 
pose is not so much to secure’a grain 
corn but to secure a fodder corn that 
will produce seed in the district 
where grown. It is a well accepted 
fact that corn is a local plant, je. 
it produces, best from seed grown 
right in the district. 
T is year “Quebec 28” grown from 


| college seed produced 101 bushels of 


fairly well matured ‘ear corn per acre. 
The corn was harvested after the first 
killing frost and the yield calculated 
on a basis of 70 lbs. of ear corn per 
bushel. For the last four years this 


variety has ripened seed and produc- 


ed on an average 11% tons of fod- 
der per acre. Another variety which 
yields very good ear corn is Gehu, 
with 79 bushels per acre. The dwart 
habit of this variety, however,: makes 
it almost useless for fodder purposes. 
Free Press, another early flint var- 
iety, gave 47 bushels per acre, while 
Northwest Dent gave only 23 bushels 
In this connection it may be pointed 
out that imported seed of North- 
west Dent did not produce any ma- 
ture cars. 

Due to the short growing period 
beforg fall frosts in this province, 
most all of the corns grown in. the 
corn belt are of little use even foi 
forage. It is oné¢ of the ambitions 
of the field husbandry department of 
the M.A.C, to secure a strain of corn 
that will not only produce profitable 
fodder but that_will ripen ear corn :n 
our comparatively short ,season. The 
performance of one of the M.A.C 
selections of “Quebec 28” is very en- 
couragimg and work will be continu- 
ed with it on the experimental field 
with the idca of increasing both the 
earliness and the yield per acre,

| ‘Asks Return of Indemnity 
Morty Taken from Paris by Germans 
in 1870 Now Asked For 

Paris. — Just as the government 
minister could decide German indem- 
hities as practically thc-only possibte 
iway of liquidating the national debt, 
so the Paris authorities are démand- 
ing the return of the indemnity the 
Prussians exacted from Paris in 1870 
as the only way of liquidating the 
municipal debt. The Paris budget for 
1919 shows 688,000,000 francs ($137,- 
600,000) as against 831,000,000 francs 
($166,20,000). Thus, including sums 
transferred to the general reserve, the 
deficit reached is 150,000,000 francs 
($30,000,000) the entire budget is 406- 
000,000 franes ($31,200,000) higher 
than in'1914. The increase is*due al- 
most entirely to the efforts of the 
municipality to combat the jngreased 
cost of living and to alleviate pov- 
erty. 

To meet the situation the munici- 
palities will probably first authorize a 
municipal loan of 1,500,000,000 francs 
-($300,000,000) to consolidate the float- 
ing debt and to mect the deficit ‘in 
the next two years. As a second 
meastire it will demand the return of 
the 1870 indemnity of 2,000,000,000 
francs ($400,000,000) which, with com- 
pound interest, reaches 2,500,000,000 
francs (500,000,000).

Dover, Eng.—Vice-Admiral Keyes; | 
commanding the Dover patrol, in «@ 
speech here ‘revealéd a number of 
secrets, by which the greatest Stic 
teess of the anti-submarine craft wore 
achieved. He explained that tlre 
channel barrage consisted of two! 
lines of specially built ships, able to 
ride at anchor throughout the stiffest 
gale, They were provided with the 
most powerful searchlights, One line 
|ran from Folkestone to Grisnez, a 
second “extended across the -channel, 
seven miles westward. Scores of 
drifters and small craft which patrol- 
let in the intervening interval avere so 
numerous that it was impossible for 
anything to pass them. Underneath 
them were masses of submarine de- 
vices, The duty of the patrol craft 
was to prevent submayines passing 
on the surface and to drive them 
down .o the perils hidden below and 
then drop depth charges.

The 
troops all carried the British flag; 
which His Majesty has given permis- 
sion to be regarded as colors, pro-
